In all 
periods of acceleration of chance, 
the agc>old contest between the 
progressives and the conservatives 
warms to a full pitched battle, in 
which neutrality is a doubtful 
virtue and non-belligerency a 
deadly vice. For far worse than 
the dic-hard fatallil who fails to 
see his opportunity, is the die-easy 
non-belligerent who refuses to re- 
cognize what he sees. *

No man can claim that there is 
no contribution he can make, un- 
til he has given at least his at- 
tention to the vital course of 
human events. Yet how many do? 
How many students of the univer- 
sities of this continent have turn- 
ed themselves away from the 
easy, effortlcis w.ny of escapism, 
ind investigated the tortuous trails 
of philosophy and achievement? 
How many of these— the presump- 
tive intellectual elite— are belliger- 
ents, progressive or conservative or 
hybrid, within the limited sphere 
of their owp person.il interests? 

The answer is fresh in memory 
and near at hand. The belligerents 
and neutrals filing into the Union 
for the Battle- of the Constitution 
saw the pool-tables crowded and 
the Grill-room Bridge Club In full 
session; those who hurried down 
the campus from afternoon labs 
and lectures had to wade through 
streams of homeward-bound class- 
mates; and those who left the meet- 
ing before its close were not aware 
of any slackening of the usual late- 
afternoon activities Of four-thous- 
and-odd McGill students, little more 
than ten percent, thought it of im- 
portance to contribute their pre- 
sence to the meeting. 

Another sermon on student 
apathy, says the reader. Yes, if you 
li|{e— but give .it another, deadlier 
name: Escapism. The unwilling- 
hcss to look life in the face. If the 
encounter can be avoidcd.v The 
well-planned flight from reality, as 
iLa spider could run from a deer. 
'ate unswerving search for isola- 
tion In the cabarets, the taverns, 
the house-parties, and the Holly- 
w'ood hallucinations. The utter 
antipathy for the truth and the 
power of the world's indestructible 
knowledge. Escapism: the Lack of 
duts. 

,It has been said that the best 
measure of a man's mentality is the 

importance of the things he will 
argue about. In the light of this 
standard, the waste — sickening, 
wanton waste— of present-day edu- 
cation on non-belligerent, escapist, 
culturclcss sheep,, is absolutely ap- 
palling. For technical proficiency 
is self-destroying unless an under- 
standing of the human soul goes 
with it. And as Alfred Noycs once 
said. "God help us if we reach a 
stage in which our plumbing is 
perfect, but the human soul atro- 
phies." Escapism is nothing but 
that atrophy selling in.

Investigation 
Is Proceeding 
By R.C.M.P. 



McGill University has been 
includeil, according to news re- 
ports, in tlic niitionwidc investi- 
gation into leaks of secret infor- 
mation to a foreign power, Tlic 
Univcr.«ity was only one of n 
ininiber of institutions visited 
yesterday by R.C.M.P. officials; 
others include the Foreign Ex- 
ehunge Control Board, and 
l'Université do ]Montrcal where 
the National Research Council 
is located. 

The probe is being carried out 
under direct orders from Ottawa 
and R.C.M.P. officials have refused 
to make any comment, stating that 
all reports on the matter will eomo 
directly from Ottawa. The Investi- 
gation is centred around Informa- 
tion first received last October re- 
garding leaks of highly confidential 
information. 

Actual raids began last Friday 
and a number«bf arrests were made 
on that day. At that time only a 
few officials knew the reasons other 
than that they were highly Impor- 
tant. The greatest part of the In- 
vestigation was staged in Ottawa 
but Montreal was rated "one of 
the main phases." 

The police first learned of espi- 
onage activities in Montreal. In re- 
gard to "leaks" of highly confiden- 
tial information last October. 

Though the espionage probe 
started In Ottawa, Montreal was 
rated the centre of the spy ring, 
with Toronto and Edmonton also 
listed as important. 

The secret work of the National 
Research Council at the University 
of Montreal has been placed under 
the guard of the Royal Canaidan 
Mounted Police. Secrets of the ato- 
mic bomb and radar are reportedly 
known to the Council staff. 

There was speculation In Ottawa 
that new findings of the Royal 
Commission might well Involve the 
rupture of Canadian-Russian diplo- 
matic relations'.

After commenting on the Cana- 
dian accents acquired by the speak- 
ers, the paper concluded, ''the great 
point of the forum was the., keen 
interest in local affairs and the 
various views rautilned, and it tho 
discussions continue In the same 
vein, it will be of great Interest to 
everybody to tune in ot 10 p.m. on 
Sundays and hear what young West 
Indian students abroad have to say 
on home problems. Of course, the 
proportion of the population at- 
tending universities Is relatively 
small . . . but In proportion to their 
numbers, the political influence, 
even at present, is probably great."

League Covenant 
Compared with 
U.N.O. Charter 

Concept of Collective 
Responsibility Criticized 
Biy Prof. Humphrey 

"The principle ot collective re- 
sponsibility is the real explana- 
tion of the veto power," stated 
Profesior John P. Humphrey, Pro- 
fessor of International Law at 
McGill, at a meeting yesterday of 
the International Relations Club In 
the Union Grill Room. 

In his address comparing the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
wilh the Charter of the United 
Nations, Prof. Humphrey criti- 
cized the principle of collective re- 
sponsibility, by which is meant the 
responsibility ot a whole nation 
for the actions of its leaders. 

Pointing to the example of the 
shoothig. of f an Italian general on 
Greek soil in an incident follow- 
ing the first World War,' which 
led to retaliation on the part of 
Italy by Its seizure of the island of 
Corfu, Prof. 'Humphrey pointed out 
that this was a case of Italy hold 
ing all Greece responsible for the 
misdemeanor of one ot its citizens. 

He stressed that such a prin- 
ciple was unfair, because It harm 
ed innocent people; and that it 
was Inefficient, because it did not 
punish the instigator ' at all. 

Personal responsibility is need' 
ed, he said. He welcomed the new 
departure under the Nuernberg 
trials, whereby the leaders were 
held responsible for their acts of 
aggression, as the "greatest devel- 
opment in International law since 
Continued on Pace Four

This year, wc feel, this editorial is particularly 
pertinent, as "Old McGill' is making a special 
effort to interest students in cooperating with its 
Publication Board. The Annual this year has 
been reducqd in price and lists are available in 
all campus buildings to enable all those stu- 
dents who wish to 'buy a copy to register their 
names there.) 

The McGill Annual is a yearly publication 
edited by undergraduates to record .the activities 
of students during tlic current year. Tradition- 
ally known as "Old McGill," the Annual is a 
history of students and of student affairs, at- 
tempting at the snmc time to capture the spirit 
and temperament existing on the Campus at the 
time of its issue. 

The Annual carries with it a great deal of 
the prestige and dignity^ attached to the name 
of McGill. It makes noiaUcmpt to include in it 
any petty high-school material, nor docs it pre- 
tend to be a lilci'ary magazine. "Old McGill" 
attempts to be an indication of what the cam- 
pus was like when you attended; it attempts to 
be a permanent reminder of a person's most 
formative period in life, his undergraduate dayn 
at college. 

Divided into several sections the Annuals 
picture the different phases of student life in 
an orderiy fashion. The biography section nspc- 
cially tries to emphasize the liistoricnl data of 
the graduating student while at college; while 
the pictures in this section are constant remind- 
ers of friends and acquaintances made as un- 
dergraduates. In this way the Annual carries 
with it a personal appeal to every graduating 
student. In fncfc it is the only record available 
of what students and their friends have done 
while at college. 

The campus life sction stresses the. infor- 
mality and day to day doings of the individual 
student and professor. It intends to capture the 
spirit of the main events taking place during 
the college year. These photos arc n record of 
. tlie activities and personalities on the campus. 

The clubs and societies section pictures ex- 
tensively the extra-curricular activities at the 
University. As well as covering the main cam- 
puB organizations, this section also deals with 
the sports, activities of studcnta. It pictures an 
active student program happening outside the 
usual academic atmosphere. 

This year, more than ever before, "Old Mc- 
Gill" appeals to all students for their co-opera- 
tion in helping to inâké their yeor-book a success. 
The shortage of help at the printers makes them 
insist tliat this year's deadlines be strictly 
maintained, and they even request that they bo 
cut short, if it is at all possible. The Annual 
Board laboured with academic studies and mili- 
tary training, and ,a shortage of experienced 
help, is therefore asking all students concerned 
to help by handing in their club pictures nnd 
write-ups as soon as possible. Compus Life 
pictures nrc nlso being called for, and wiliiout 
the co-operation of all ' students, the Annual 
Board this year cannot make "Old McGill '43" 
a truly representativg jtudent yearbook.

"The vested Interests," said Prot 
Humphrey, "that refuse to give up 
exclusive power of sovereignty 
over citizens are the Impediments 
to international security, and they 
feed on national prejudices for 
which we are all responsible."

EUen Ballon, the Canadian pia- 
nist, who Is appearing in the fourth 
of the Student SubscripUon Con- 
cert Series at RVC on February 22 
at 8.30, has added more laurels to 
her already triumphant tour. 

Playing w^Ith the New Jersey 
Symphony under the baton of Dr. 
Freder Weissmann, she received 
ovations for her InterpretaUon of 
Chopin's Concerto In F Minor. 

Last week, appearing as soloist 
with the Rochester PhUharmonle 
Orchestra under the baton ot Sir 
Thomas Beecham, Miss BaUon 
evoked five recalls from the audl> 
cnee at the Eastman Theatre of the 
University of Rochester..
